Tax Rates To 


Go Up Again 


WASHINGTON L0 — Social 
Security tax rates go up again 
Jan. 
1, 
with 
the 
increased 
revenues helping meet the cost 
of benefit changes which be­ 
came effective under amend­ 
ments signed into law June 30. 
The hike amounts to one- 
eighth of 4i jje accent for em­ 
ployees and employers, and to j 
two-tenths of 1 per cent for 
the self-employed. 
This makes the new' rate 
three and one-eighth per cent 
for employee and employer, or 
a total payroll tax of six and 
one-quarter per cent for each 
employee and 4.7 per cent for 
self-employed workers. 
The tax applies to the first 
$4.800 of annual earnings by 
employees.

Raising dogs is not an un­ 
usual hobby, but Mrs. Wint F. 
Saint s hobby is one dog—a 
most unusual “ butterfly” dog 
No, he doesn’t point and 
flush butterflies. The dainty 
breed of spaniel is named Pap- 
illon (pronounced pappy-vawn», 
the French word for butterfly, 
because the dogs’ faces with 
spreading fringed ears resem­ 
ble butterflies. 
Mrs. Saint, who lives in Sau- 
salit© and is second vice presi-

Rajah, as he is called, greet-

Rajah is a six-pound fellow 
with a red and white coat of 


long hair like spun nylon that 
washes and brushes quickly in­ 
to a tangle-free fluff. 
“ He was born Dec. 2, 1959, 
and we've had him since he 
was two months old,” Mrs. 
Saint explained. “ We bought 
him at the Carousel Kennels in 
Mountain 
View. That’s why 
‘Carousel’ appears in his name. 
“ You might be interested to 
know* that breeders of Papillons 
select owners for their dogs 
almost as carefully as authori­ 
ties screen prospective parents 
I for an adopted child. They will 


not sell to some people because 
the dogs are so sensitive. 
“ First I ’ll tell you something 
about the breed. It appeared as 
early as the 16th century with 
France and Belgium both claim-1 
ing its origin. It isn’t very well 
known in this country because 
there are only about 200 in 
' the entire United States. 
“ At first they were droop­ 
eared like other spaniel breeds, 
but by the time the Belgians 
! and French perfected them, 
| they had erect ears. Today they 
may have either type, but not 
| one ear up and one dow n. 
“ As for their personalities, 


j they are so gay that they have 
been called ‘the dance music 
of the breeds’. Yet they make 
| good watch dogs without being 
i yappy- 
1 
“ These little dogs became 


great favorites with court ladies 
and royal children and were 
often painted by artists such 
as Rubens, Titian, Tintoretto, 
Fragonard, Murillo, Velasquez 
and Renoir. 
“ They love people and other 
animals, even cats,” she said. 
At this point the other fam­ 
ily pet, Caesar, a 17-pound 
black cat. was called in and 
the affection shown for each 
other would solve the problems 
of the world if it could be 
shared by nations supposedly 
as inevitable enemies as cats 
and dogs. 
“Perhaps the most remark­ 
able thing about the breed,”

He is still in training under 
Neva Corboff in San Francisco 
and has now fulfilled require­ 
ments in one of the three 
shows necessary for a CDX 
(companion dog excellent) de­ 
gree. 
After that he will go on to 
qualify for “ utility dog” —the 
Ph.D. of dogdom, Mrs. Saint 
explained. 
What are some of the accom­ 
plishments of the holder of a 
CDX degree? Mrs. Saint went 
on. “ he must heel off leash, 


illomen 
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drop on recall, retrieve a dumb­ 
bell over a high jump or on 
the flat, make a broad jump, 
sit for three minutes on com­ 
mand, and lie down for five 
minutes on command while the 
owner is absent.” 
Rajah t h e n demonstrated 


these feats with all the grace 
and aplomb of a show dog in 
the ring.

TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Some Changes We Can See 
Plainly; Some Are Subtle 


Marin C o u n t y has seen a lot of 
changes in the past decade and we sus­ 
pect that changes will come even faster 
in the next few years. 
We are all familiar with much of the 
physical change; we see subdivisions to­ 
day where cows grazed only a year or 
two ago. 
We are all familiar too with the in­ 
creased traffic congestion and parking 
problems. And we know that as our pop­ 
ulation increases, we suffer increasing 
shortages of classroom sp a c e in our 
schools. 
And all the while our tax bills rise. 
But the change that we want to con­ 
sider in this space today is one that is 
far less obvious to most of us. 
An increasing proportion of our pop­ 
ulation 
is 
comprised 
of 
apartment 
dwellers. 
These people are a new element in 
our population. 
Up until a couple of years ago the 
typical Marinite was in many respects 
a typical resident of suburbia. 
By force of necessity he was a prac­ 
titioner of the do-it-yourself arts. 
He mowed his own lawn, cared for his 
own yard (with a bit of help from the 
Mrs.), painted his own house outside 
and inside (again with help from the 
Mrs.). 
In a pinch, he could do a little plumb­ 


ing, a little carpentry, and so on. 
Similarly, the wife and children had 
their lives shaped by their environment, 
their house and their yard. 
The environment of the apartment 
dweller is different. He is relieved of 
many of the home owners’ concerns; 
they are borne by the landlord. 
It’s the tenant’s money that pays the 
landlord’s tax bill, actually, but it is so 
indirect that the tenant doesn't feel the 
pinch (and the shock of opening that 
envelope from the tax collector's office). 
The apartment dweller doesn't bear 
the responsibility for yard and building 
upkeep. 
He and his wife have more time for 
different leisurely pursuits. 
Does all this m e a n somehow that 
apartment dwreljers are not as good and 
substantial citizens as taxpaying home 
owners? 
No, we don’t thing it means that at 
all. 
But there must inevitably be some 
differences in viewpoint on community 
affairs. 
And we expect that in the year ahead 
we will be observing these differences 
as community questions come and go. 
Some of our old standards for judg­ 
ing community reaction to proposed 
courses of action will no longer be 
valid.

THERE’S A TEMPEST start­ 
ing to blow up Novato way, 
and it doesn’t bid well for any­ 
one. We aren’t quite sure 
when it got started, but like 
a breeze turning into a wind 
and then into a gale, it is get­ 
ting stronger all the time.

it’s 
blowing 
strong enough to blow suffi­ 
cient sand in people’s eyes 
that they can’t see clearly. 
Maybe when the storm and 
dust settle, everyone will be 
able to know what it is all 
about. 
Of course we are referring 
to the tempest being raised 
over the forced resignation of 
School Supt. William J. J. 
Smith, with “reluctance,” at 
leaving a post he has held for 
14 years and Novato, “where 
his heart and home are.” 
Records show- that there 
has been opposition to Smith 
for several years. Any public 
figure always has some who 
dislike him. It cannot be help­ 
ed. 
Apparently there has been 
a growing rift between Smith 
and the Novato Unified School 
Board for the past several 
months.

WE STILL CANNOT find 
out exactly what it is all 
about.

It was brought out though, 
that the board has held five 
executive sessions with Smith 
since 
February 
trying 
to 
straighten things out. Last 
vteek the board held a closed 
meeting for 4^2 hours before 
it came out into the open and 
accepted his resignation with 
a clause to re-open negotia­ 
tions. 


IT IS ALMOST certain that 
Smith does not want to give 
up the position. He has built 
the Novato Unified School 
system into what it is today. 
Boards have come and boards 
have gone, but Smith has re­ 
mained as superintendent. 
No school issue is ever 
raised without getting people 
warmly in favor or opposed * 
to it. The same will be true 
of this one. 
However, before personal 
feelings get too high over it, 
we wish that the issues would 
be brought out into the open. 
If Smith has done such a 
lousy job that the board had 
to force his resignation, then 
the public should be told 
when and how he failed in 
his responsibilities. 
If there are no charges that 
can be brought out into the 
open, then the public will 
know it is a clash of personali­ 
ties—that Smith just cannot 
work with the present board 
or vice versa.

India Violated UN Non-Violence 


Pledge In Taking Goa By Force 


“If a fellow wants every­ 
body to agree with him, he 
must keep them from think­ 
ing.” 


WASHINGTON—It must be 
small and chilling comfort to 
the government of India to 
find that its principal support­ 
ers for its seizure of the three 
Portuguese territories are the 
Soviet Union and Red China. 
The 
Soviets 
“liberated” 
Hungary. The Chinese Com­ 
munists 
“liberated” 
Tibet. 
Now they are delighted to 
have the Indians “liberate” 
Goa. 
Prime Minister Nehru and 
India are no 
longer “un­ 
aligned.” They have joined 
the ranks of those who find it 
“moral” to seek their national 
interests by force. They have 
joined the ranks of those who 
talk “peaceful co-existence” 
and 
abandon it when 
they 
wish. 
Mr. Nehru is no longer “un­ 
aligned” even if he would like 
to be. His conquest of the 
P o r t u g u e s e colonies has 
brought him such eager and 
purposeful allies 
that Mr. 
Nehru has lost nothing but 
his reputation. 


IN THIS MOMENT of minor 
military triumph and great 
moral abdication, it is hard to 
escape the feeling that the 
Indian Prime Minister must 
be wondering how he came to 
earn the support of his new 
allies—and why they are sup­ 
porting his use of force. 
Red China instantly pro­ 
claimed that India did right in 
seizing the little Portuguese 
enclaves of 1,300 square miles 
on its W estern frontier—and 
Red 
China’s 
voice can be 
heard along the 13,000 square 
miles it has invaded on In­ 
dia’s eastern frontier. 
And while Red China gives 
India its “moral” approval, its 
other ally shields India from 
the moral disapproval of the 
UN by vetoing the Security 
Council resolution calling up­ 
on the Indian forces to with­ 
draw. 


IT SEEMS TO ME that the 
explanations for the Goan ac­ 
tion from Mr. Nehru and De­ 
fense Minister K h r i s h n a 
Menon, though they may mo­ 
mentarily taste sweet in the 
mouth, become bitter in the 
belly—and will not digest. 
Their justification is that the 
swift 
collapse of resistance 
proved that the invasion was 
“right.” It sounds odd to hear 
Mr. Nehru saying that might 
makes right—or that weak­ 
ness make« wrong. 


Another is the Indian state­ 
ment that the Goan people 
“wanted and w'elcomed” In­ 
dia’s taking over. 
These are not justifications. 
They are excuses. 
Is one nation’s 
unilateral 
claim that another people 
“want” to be annexed a justi­ 
fication for conquest? If so, 
then any conquest can be jus­ 
tified on the word of the con­ 
queror. And this may well be 
why Red China was so quick 
to endorse India’s conquest. It 
thus puts India’s moral “rep­ 
utation” around Red China’s 
own conquests. 


EVERY MEMBER of the 
UN is pledged 
to use only 
peaceful means of settling in­ 
ternational 
disputes. 
India 
used violent means to settle 
its dispute with Portugal. 
The UN resolution endors­ 
ing the end of colonialism did 
not approve outside invasion 
to end colonial rule. 
India 
sent its forces across an in­ 
ternational frontier in viola­ 
tion of the charter. 
The Soviet Union and Red 
China are, of course, delight­ 
ed to have Mr. Nehru defend 
the use of national force to 
“liberate” 
other 
countries. 
But if each nation is going to 
be free to decide what peo­ 
ple it wants to “liberate,” then 
we are, indeed, plunged into 
chaos. This would justify lib­ 
erating Hungary from the 
Hungarians, liberating Tibet 
from the Tibetans. 
Next in 
Peiping’s timetable may be 
liberating more of India from 
the Indians. Unquestionably 
Mr. 
Nehru 
would consider 
this wrong, but if it is right 
for India to decide what is a 
“just war of liberation,” it is 
equally right for Red China to 
do the same. 


SOMEONE HAS SAID that 
when Indians depart from 
their policy of non-violence 
and resort to war, they will 
be “injuring ail the larger 
causes that India stands for.” 
. 
Someone has said that India 
“cannot have it both wravs” 
and that to do so “is to fall 
between two policies and be 
nowhere.” 
Someone 
has 
said 
that 
“wrong conduct leads to evil 
results.” 
This judgment was once 
rendered by Mr. Nehru. 
It 
seems a grim and discerning 
judgment.

is reason to suspect that NASA 
is playing politics with t h e 
news at the expense of maxi­ 
mum information for the tax­ 
payers. NASA is the National 
Aeronautics and Space Admin­ 
istration. 
Recently NASA r e v e a l e d 
one of its most important de­ 
cisions about landing an Amer­ 
ican on the moon. It decided 
to explore a Rendezvous in or- 
b i t as a method of getting 
there. The other method would 
be by a direct ascent approach 
to the moon—a one-shot leap 
from the earth. 
NASA believes Rendezvous 
might speed the project by two 
years. To re-shape the existing 
Mercury program toward pro­ 
ducing a two-man spacecraft 
capable of docking with anoth­ 
er vehicle in orbit will c o s t 
about 500 million dollars. Tax­ 
payers would want to know all 
about that. 
This costly decision was re 
vealed by NASA in a speech in 
Houston, Tex. The speech was 
by Robert R. Gilruth, chief of 
the manned spacecraft center 
recently located by NASA in 
Houston. 
He 
addressed the 
Houston Chamber of C o m 
merce. Only late that evening 
did NASA make available in 
Washington the barest mini 
m u m of Gilruth’s announce­ 
ment. Even that bit could not 
be printed until 9:30 p.m. 
Newspapers in the Central 
time zone and westward got 
the announcement in g o o c 
time. Most Eastern newspapers 
were skunked. So far as East 
ern time zone readers were 
concerned, this momentous anc 
expensive decision was the ex­ 
clusive property of the Hous­ 
ton Chamber of Commerce. 
Houston 
newsmen 
are 
as 
good or better than Washing 
ton newsmen. There are news­ 
men in Washington, however 
who have specialized in news 
of NASA, of manned flight and 
missiles. There are, perhaps 
half a dozen such specialists 
They are better qualified than 
other 
Washington 
newsmen 
and better qualified than Hous 
ton newsmen to report in some 
depth the story NASA broke in 
Houston. 


the Gilruth speech. He h a s 
been in the Washington bureau 
of UPI for 20 years. Drawing 
on his experience with govern­ 
ment bureaucracy, Myler had 
this to say: 


“What happened, obviously, 
is that NASA decided to make 
gesture toward Vice Presi­ 
dent Lyndon B. Johnson by 
giving this story practically ex­ 
clusively to the Houston Cham­ 
ber of Commerce. By breaking 
the story as it did, N A S A 
caught the bulk of morning 
papers in a difficult spot and 
the bulk of news offices empty 
of newsmen familiar w i t h 
space 
developments. 
NASA 
had no moral right to hold up 
the announcement until some 
NASA official was making a 
speech somewhere. The story 
involved 
a highly expensive 
program that NASA is trying 
desperately to sell to the tax­ 
payers. 
I think this incident 
was downright shoddy.” 


Another interested newsipan 
remarked: “If Lyndon Johnson 
were from Missouri, the speech 
would have been made in St. 
Louis.” 


A fair question: If NASA is 
unable to come up with a sensi­ 
ble public relations policy can 
it be expected to deal sensibly 
with the problem of a moon 
landing?

WASHINGTON MP)—The na­ 
tion’s agriculture saw its eco­ 
nomic situation improved some­ 
what in 1961 as the federal gov­ 
ernment embarked anew on 
stronger farm-aid programs. 
Net income of farm operat­ 
ors was expected by the Agri­ 
culture Department to total 
around one billion dollars more 
than the 11.7 billion dollars 
earned in 1960. 
Much of this increase reflect­ 
ed policies and programs of 
the 
Kennedy 
administration 
which sought to reverse those 
of the Eisenhower administra­ 
tion reducing the federal role 
in agriculture. 
The new programs included 
higher farm product price sup­ 
ports and a plan under which 
feed grain producers were paid 
slightly more than three-quar­ 
ters of a billion dollars to re­ 
duce production of corn and 
sorghum grains, crops available 
in oversupply. 
The 19ol farm income con­ 
tinued considerably below lev­ 
els of the late 1940s and early 
1950s, 
and 
far 
below 
the 
amount the Kennedy adminis­ 
tration considered necessary to 
provide farmers a fair share of 


the national income. By com­ 
parison, farm operators earned 
a record 17.8 billion dollars in 
1948 and 13.5 billion dollars as 
late as 1953. 
Improved 
economic 
condi­ 
tions were not general through­ 
out agriculture. In several sec­ 
tions the situation deteriorated 
because of lower prices for 
such products as poultry and 
eggs, beef cattle, potatoes and 
some lesser crops. Too. the 
northern Great Plains suffered 
from a severe summer drought. 
Where the Eisenhower ad­ 
ministration 
had 
taken 
the 
stand that farm markets and 
production unhampered by gov­ 
ernment controls and regula­ 
tion offered an eventual solu­ 
tion to farm income problems, 
the new administration took a 
position that it was essential 
that government embark upon 
a farm commodity supply con­ 
trol program. 
The Kennedy administration 
did not get from Congress all 
the power and authority it 
needed to carry out its policies. 
As a consequence, both it and 
agriculture face a number of 
problems that may prevent any 
further upturn in farm earn­ 
ings in 1962. 


To make its policies work ef­ 
fectively. 
the 
administration 
would need power to control 
production of most crops and 
livestock products so that sup­ 
plies could be brought into bal­ 
ance with commercial market 
needs and supplies donated un­ 
der welfare and foreign aid 
programs. 


The new year is expected to 
see the administration press 
Congress for additional author­ 
ity to carry out its policies. This 
would be done in a political 
atmosphere because most law­ 
makers will be looking ahead 
to the November congressional 
elections. 


As has been the case for a 
number of years, agriculture— 
as represented by its private 
organizations—continued to be 
divided sharply over what gov­ 
ernment should do. The influ­ 
ential American Farm Bureau 
Federation continued to fight 
for less government in agri­ 
culture, but the National Farm­ 
ers’ Union and the National 
Grange 
largely 
backed 
the 
policies of the Kennedy regime. 
This division is expected to 
continue in 1962.
